THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

(L.  S. )  To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hill  in  the  county  of 
Merrimack  In  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Fire  Station  in  said  Hill  on 
Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  next  at  7:30  of  the  clock  in  the 
evening,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

(It  is  suggested  that  you  bring  a  chair.) 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

3.T0  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  for  the  Town  by  the  issue 
of  notes,  a  sum  not  the  exceed  $15,000.00  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for 
the  year  1970,  said  notes  to  be  expressly  payable  from  taxes  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  their  issuance,  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  on  such  notes  and  to 
provide  for  the  sale  thereof. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,000.00  for  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  for  Highway 
Equipment  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  this  sum 
from  the  accrued  income  of  the  Ferrin  Fund  to  defray  the  cost  of 
same. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $2,000.00  to  be  placed  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  for 
re-assessing  the  Town  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw 
this  amount  from  the  accrued  income  of  the  Ferrin  Fund  to  defray 
the  cost  of  same. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  buy  the  3/4  ton  Ford  truck  and 
plow,  of  which  $1,000.00  has  been  paid  down,  and  to  withdraw  the 
balance  due  of  $2,800.00  from  the  Highway  Equipment  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  to  complete  payment  for  this   vehicle. 

7.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  replace  street  signs 
in  the  Village. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $427.69  for  the  services  of  a  visiting  nurse  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  withdraw  this  amount  from  the  accrued  income  of  the 
Ferrin  Fund  to  defray  the  cost  of  same. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  non-partisan  ballot 
system  in  lieu  of  the  so-called  Australian  ballot  system,  as  provided 
in  Chapt.  59,  Sections  71  and  73  of  Revised  Statutes  Annotated. 

10.  To  see  if  the   Town  will  vote  to  appoint  from  the  floor  nine 

people   to   act   as   a   building   committee   for   the   erection   of   a   new 
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Town  Hall,  this  committee  to  report  to  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

11.  If  article  10  is  adopted,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  building  committee  to  withdraw  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $1,000.00 
from  the  Insurance  money  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  re- 
building of  the  Town  Hall. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  from  the  floor  five 
people  to  act  as  a  Fund  Raising  Committee  toward  rebuilding  the 
Town  Hall. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 
to  invest  the  remaining  Insurance  money  in  a  way  most  advantageous 
to  the  Town. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
seek  bids  for  the  stumpage  on  the  former  Ferrin  lot  which  bounds 
the  Town  Dump  and  at  their  discretion  to  sell  such  stumpage. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
withdraw  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  from  the  accrued  income  of  the 
Ferrin  Fund  and  to  pay  this  sum  over  to  the  Hill  School  District  for 
use   in  repairs   and  improvements   to   the   School  Building. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  be  exempt  from  keeping  open 
and  repairing  highways  to  summer  cottages  from  Dec.  10th  to  April 
10th  of  each  year. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  a  continuance  of  this  Town 
Meeting  to  be  called  on  May  5,  1970  in  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School 
at  7:30  P.M.  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  reports  from  the  Building 
Committee  and  Fund  Raising  Committee  and  any  other  business  re- 
garding our  new  Town  Hall. 

18.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Hill: 

As  most  everyone  knows  the  Town  lost  its  Town  Hall  on  Dec.  17, 
1969  due  to  fire. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  of  those  who  so  willingly  donated  their 
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time  and  energy  not  only  the  night  of  the  fire  but  also  in  the  weeks 
succeeding  in  cleaning  up  and  moving  of  equipment.  Hopefully, 
ground  work  for  reconstruction  will  start  at  our  Town  Meeting  in 
1970. 

The  insurance  settlement  was  $34,000.00. 

General  Explanation  of  Articles  No.   10,  12  &  13. 

10.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  would  be  to  investigate  the 
cost  of  replacing  the  Town  Hall  on  the  existing  foundation. 

Would  you  like  to  see  a  smaller  and  more  compact  building 
erected  that  would  match  the  decor  and  landscaping  of  the  School 
and  Church? 

Do  you  feel  that  there  should  be  a  library  in  Town  and  if  so  in  the 
same  building? 

12.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  would  be  to  find  ways  and  means 
to  raise  money  for  the  Town  Hall  Fund,  such  as  suppers,  auctions, 
raffles  and  any  other  way  beneficial  to  the  Town  yet  not  detrimental 
to  the  Town's  character.  The  money  raised  from  these  affairs  would 
be  placed  in  the  Town  Hall  Fund  to  earn  interest. 

13.  The  Trustees  would  invest  the  insurance  money  in  the  most 
profitable  way  possible  yet  keeping  it  available  for  use  at  any  time 
it  might  be  needed  for  rebuilding  the  hall. 

It  is  hoped  that  these  few  comments  about  Articles  10,  12  &  13 
wUl  give  you  a  little  insight  into  the  problems  that  the  Selectmen 
would  have  to  face  if  it  were  all  to  be  placed  on  them. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Selectmen  that  the  meeting  will  accept 
Articles  10,  12  &  13  and  then  come  back  to  our  adjourned  Town 
Meeting  to  help  make  a  more  intelligent  evaluation  of  the  problem 
they  now  face.

The   library   report   for   1969   is   of   necessity    Incomplete   due   to   the 

fire   which   destroyed  the   Town   Hall  on  Dec.    17.    1969.    The   librarian 

was  in  the  library  at  the  time  but  the  fire  drove  her  and  two  small 

children  out  before  any  records  could  be  saved. 

Approximately  12,000  books  including  a  number  from  the  State 
Library  Bookmobile  were  completely  destroyed. 

Several  generous  offers  of  books  from  individuals  and  other 
libraries  have  been  received.  Our  single  most  Immediate  source  of 
books  is  the  Bookmobile.  The  trustees  understand  that  the  Bookmobile 
rules  require  that  the  books  be  left  in  the  custody  of  a  librarian  and 
they  may  not  be  left  at  a  public  school. 

Circulation  figures  for  the  last  10  years  show  a  decline  in  the  use  of 
adult  books  but  the  use  of  juvenile  books  has  nearly  tripled. 

It  is  hoped  that  plans  for  the  future  may  include  the  reestablishment 
of  the  Hill  Public  Library  and  that  In  the  meantime  temporary 
quarters  for  it  may  be  found

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  District  Chief 

The  1969  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area.  Frequent  rains 
kept  the  danger  to  a  minimum  and  there  were  few  violations.  Your 
Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would  be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the 
State  laws  that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of 
these  laws  follows: 
Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near  woodland 
anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This  includes  house- 
hold waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden 
trash  as  well  as  brush  burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regula- 
tion to  be  prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 
Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime  under  normal 
conditions  with  permission  of  the  District  Chief  and  a  permit  from 
the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property  with 
permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's  property  with  written 
permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden. 
The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits 
for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Laconia  Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits 
are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces 
have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 
Penalities 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of  $200.00  fine;  or 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  recklessly  that  shall 
endanger  woodlands  the  maximum  fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's 
imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  before 
leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in   (1)   above. 

4     For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  woodland  maximum 
fine  of  $25.00.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  Board  of  Education  and  Citizens  of  the  Hill  School  District: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  there  was  no  change  in  the 
staff  of  the  Jennie  Blake  School.  Miss  Elaine  Bodie  returned  to  teach 
grades  one  and  two.  Mrs.  Grace  Colby  is  again  teaching  grades 
three  and  four.  Mr.  James  MacFarlane,  Jr.  continues  to  serve  as 
your  Principal  and  teacher  of  grades  five  and  six.  Mrs.  Martha 
Gilchrist  returned  as  your  school  nurse  as  did  Mr.  Vincent  Kondrotas 
as  music  teacher.  With  the  return  of  last  years  staff,  I  feel  that 
education  is  progressing  very  well  at  the  Jennie  Blake  School. 

There  are  definite  renovation  and  repair  needs  which  will  have  to 
be  faced  over  the  next  two  years.  The  repair  of  the  roof,  painting 
of  the  building  and  completion  of  the  basement  renovation  are  all 
needed  to  bring  the  building  up  to  a  sound  structural  and  educational 
level. 

The  Elementary  School  Standards  which  were  passed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  last  June  will  require  new  programs  and  staff. 
The  present  programs  in  our  integrated  phonics  and  reading  system 
will  be  completed  through  grade  six  next  year  and  is  progressing 
v/ell.  Continued  coordination  with  the  junior  high  school  program  in 
Franklin  is  assisting  Hill  students  in  their  programs  when  they  reach 
junior  high  school. 

The  budget  for  1970-71  is  up  $7,163.06  over  this  years  budget. 
The  major  portion  of  this  increase  is  $3,448,00  for  tuition.  The  second 
major  increase  is  $3,391.00  for  teacher  salary  increases  to  meet  the 
salary  schedule.  It  is  felt  that  the  amount  requested  is  needed  for 
the  proposed  operation  of  our  school  system. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Education 
and  the  Citizens  of  Hill  for  their  support  of  our   educational  efforts.

This  guarantees  the  pupils  of  Hill  School  that  they  will  be 
accepted  as  tuition  students  in  the  Franklin  School  District 
for  twenty  (20)  years.

year. 

8.  The  budget  was  taken  item  by  item.  Section  100  -  Administration  - 

passed  in  the  total  sum  of  $270.00.  Section  600  -  Operation 
of  Plant  -  was  passed  as  follows:  Utilities  $555.00,  Salaries 
$1,250.00,  Supplies  $200.00,  Heat  $750.00.  Section  1200  -  Capital 
Outlay  -  It  was  voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  $400.00  rather  than 
$1,400.00.  The  remaining  items  were  passed  as  printed  in 
the  attached  copy  of  the  budget.  The  total  budget  of  $83,756.78 
was  approved.

school.  It  was  voted  to  retain  the  telephone.  A  bell  was  re- 
quested for  the  'phone. 

10.  Mrs.  Charles  Denningham  requested  that  she   go  on  record   as

D.  Blake  School.
